Newspaper Fight lor Blood. 


All ia not peace and harmony in the 


office of the Ohillicotbe Leader-Gazette. 
Geo. H. Tyler, who has bnilded np the 
paper and made it what it Is today, has 
resigned the editorship again. He now 
proposes to atari another paper in op- 
position to the Leader-Gazette. 
He js 


said to be backed by a majority of the 
stockholders in the Gazette company, 
who are dissatisfied with the policy of 
the Gazette as dictated by a little clique 
of the leading stockholders. Mr. Tyler 
threatens to divulge all the secrets of 
the organization, and the pnblio may 
look for fireworks. The new paper 
will be ont for blood. 


The editor of the News asked Mr. 


Tyler for a statement as to the circum- 
stances leading up to his resignation, 
and the following' classical communi- 
cation was written by Mr. Tyler, out- 
lining his future plan of action. 
The 


L«ader-Gazette people may well fear 
tbe trenchant pen of the deposed editor. 


"I write this in Mr. Massie's houffe, 


on the hill, with a wet towel wrapped 
around my head, after having passed a 
sleepless night. Hence any blundering 
phraseology and weakness of expression 
it may contain, I trust will be over- 
looked by yourEelf and th« readtra of 
your paper. Thia is my fltst attempt 
aboard writing for some years, and I 
do* not hope to have the art of an adept. 
Whatever error in grace it may Jhave, 
however, I trust it will make np in its 
fidelity to truth. 


"It is true thast I have left the 


Gazette 
office, the immediate oauee 


being the receipt of a letter from Judge 
Bnohwalter, in which he enclosed Mr. 
Masaie'a ultimatum, written to him 
in reply to certain queries marie, in 
•which, in substance, Mr. Masie ata ted 
that they, the syndicate which be rep- 
resented, would not return to me my 
property, or aa Mr. Masaie was pleased 
to express it, would not "sell it" to 
me aave for twenty-two thousand and 
some odd dollars, paid in cash. 
That 


they would not sell any part of it, nor 
would they take any bonds, stock or 
interest in any company which might 
be organized to recover or re-purchase 
it. 
He badralso previously told Jndge. 


W. B. Evans, who had been acting 
with Judge Buohwalter, of Cincinnati, 
in looking after the legal aspect of my 
affaire, that he would not give me an 
option 'for a day,' in order that I 
might go on and obtain this large sum 
of money which I waa required to pay 
down in cash, but that if I would oome 
with the money, he and bis associates 
would he willing to turn the property 
over to me. 


"These facts had worked me up con- 


siderably, and after you had called at 
the office yesterday, I called Mr. Perry 
into my room, and notwithstanding the 
faot that we have not been holding 
either frequent or long continued con- 
versations of late, I told him precisely 
what you had called for, precisely what 
you had said, and precisely what I 
had said to yon. 


"He kindly accepted my assertion but 


asked me whether I had not incau- 
tiously let drop an intimation to some 
of the boya in the office tbat I intended 
to start another newspaper, and said 
that posiilbly the information might 
have gotten out through that source. I 
replied that possibly, in the heat of 
feeling, I might bave let some remark 
of that kind drop, but I questioned Jthe 
right of any man, or set of men, to 
place a padlock on my mouth. But in 
order that there might be no further 
possibility of complaint on the score of 
my talking behind any person's back, I 
informed him, and in the presence of 
Mr. Wenis, Mr. Brown and Mr. Em- 
mitt, that these men would right the 
wrong they bad done me, or I would 
start a newspaper,- and when I did, 
that I would tell the history of this 
whole transaction, from the ringing of 
the first bell to the final dismissal from 
school, and then leave the public to 
judge who had the right and who the 
wrong of it. 


"This I now propose to do. The 


paper I may start will bo a paper whose 
Republicanism will not be doubted. It 
may not bo any larger than a man's 
hand, and it may be issued from an 
attio, or a coal abed, or it may be, as I 
hope, a respectably sized newspaper, 
put out 
with all the typographical 


neatness and completeness whioh a 
completely new and thorough equip- 
ment can give, and combining such 
worth and value as a newspaper as a 
competent force, under the direction of 
one who has had twenty-five years' 
experience in the newspaper business 
can supply. 


"But whether it be primer or encyc- 


lopedia, issued from a cellar or com- 
fortable quarters, it will bo too big to 
wear any man's collar and big enough 
to place this whole transaction, from 
the Alpha to th» Omega of it, before 
the public in a way that they will 
have no difficulty in understanding, 
and which will manifest an alliance, 
offensive and defensive, with truth, 
that will prove a valued exemplar for 
future newspaper history. 


"In this I fancy that I will have no 


difficulty in satisfying any fair-minded 
man that, with a property 
thafc has 


paid ten per cent on §50,000 valuation 
for the past eight years, there were 
other means available for securing thn 
early and satisfactory payment of 
$23,000 debt than to Btrip me stark 
naked and stand mo on the street bid- 
ding me dance under the lash of 
slave-driving whip for the remainder o 
my natural life. 
i."No man need be told that, 


mortgages they held, they conld not 
have exacted any terrua they chose, and 
compelled the observance ot them, 
whether I liked,it or not; and that I 
might still have retained such freedom 
from absolute dagredation and hope for 
the future, as would have enabled me 
to maintain the standing and excellence 
of the paper, through wbiob alone the 
success of any newspaper is assured. 


"Mr. 
Maseie's statement to Jndge 


Buchwalter shows.that there has been 
a reduction of the debt since they took 
bold of it of but 11,000, that is, 
through tbe office earnings, and this, 
including the forced collections follow- 
ing an assignment 
Twenty-two years 


of this sort of servitude is too much for 
me to undertake at my time of life, 
especially when the opportunity -was 
open to me, uninterfered with by these 
men, 
to bave wiped out tne entire debt 


within five years. 


"None of these men will charge me 


with a lack of integrity, of dishonor- 
able practices, of anything save, owing 
the debt, and of annoying them with 
mortgages, over-drafts in bank, over- 
due notes, etc. 
They will tell you
